(r) A similar letter was printed and dfcukled among the Zamindor.'t 
of the several villages in which ancient monuments are situated. 

(/) A short report of the work of the Department for the last ten 
years was prepared and printed for free distribution.

IV. Tours. 

10, During the yenr of report I spent 77 days in camp while my 
Assistant who officiated for me during my leave tourwl for 16 days. 

11. The tonra were vindertaken for directing and mcaanring llw 
conservation worts in progressi for annual inspections of inocumenta 
already conserved and for exploration of fresh monuments. Thus all the 
conserved monuments at Gwalior^ Narwar, Surwaya, Banod^ ChHndcrh 
Badoh, Udaypur, BLilsa, Cclnygiri, Ujjain, Mandasor and Bngh were 
inspectctl in the ytsir of report, Wc visited Udaypur four times, Mandasor 
thrice, Karwar, PadfaavU and Bagh twice each, and Suhania once, for the 
supervision and measurements of conservatiou works going on there. 
Devadungri in the Cijuiu District, Indlinr in the Nurwaf District, and 
Mahuwun, Deohani and Mmnon in the E&agarh District were visited for 
exploration purposes, 

IS. 1 accompanied Prof, Dr, J. PIi, Vogel of the Leiden Dniversity 
(Holland) during his viaits to Bagh and Udayglri caves as State guest, 

L3. ' Moreover witli the sanction of the Home Member 1 visited 
the ruins of the ancient city Vijuyanagnr (modem Honipi) in the Ballery 
District of the Madras Presidency and the wonderful rock*cut caves at Kllora# 
the Fort of Daulutabad and the monnuients at Aurangabad in the Hydembad 
iitate, A visit to these importmit monuments added condiderebly to niy 
knowledge of Ancient Indian Architecture, I was also benefited by what 1 
iiaiv of the Tneosurcs of conservation and upkeep carried out nt these places by 
the local Arcbieologicol Departments. 

14. A detailed tour diary is given in Appendix No. A, 

V. Conservation. 

15. ConfervBtion works were carried out at Bagli, Mandasor, Sondnt, 
Udaypur, Narwar, Padlutvli and Suhanla at a total cost of Rs, 19,25 4-6*6 
inciudiog part of the ispedal grant for Narwar Fort. 

16, The stateraent of raonnmentB conserved in tlie year of report is set 
forth in Appendix No> B, 

17, Bagh.— At Bagh the {acadc of cave No*. 2 was freed from the crust 
of mud and cow*dung with w'hich it was disfigured In modern times by 
sadhuf, bairagis and others. The front wall hm suffered a number of gaps 
and fissures cfpccinlly near the doors and windows, by the decaying of the 
rock. The northern half of tlie facade was repaired iu the year of report. 
The decaying edges of the rock were carefully cut out and the gaps filled up 
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inscrtme masonry of dreseed fftoni! bi lime. Towirdii the nortliern end 
large pntdics of both the inner and outer faces of the wall luve had to be thivs 
renewed. The doorway of the cell at the northern end of the vemndah had 
badly deoiyed. It wns also restored in luaEonry. 

18. A few cells iu aive No. 2 are filled up almost to the ceiling with 
bats* dung. They have defied clearance so far oa tlie worknien Hud it 
impossible to work continuomly for any oonsidembte length of time in an 
utroospherc snreharged with the filthy dost. A beginning was matle this 
year to clear up the oella and the work will he aocomidisUcd gradually in a 
few years. 

19. With a view to develop the work of repairs the collection of build- 
ins atone was commenced iu the year of report and is progressing slowly 
owing to the want of good building atone in the locality and the abiicnec of 
cosy means of communtcutiun In;tween the ft^uarrieB and the cavea. 

20. Handasof.^ThG excellently carved and imposingly large eculpturc 
of Siva (Gupta penod) which had been cxca'viitcd in a ravine at the sonth-casit 
corner of the Mandasor Fort three years agO| vvaa lifted out of ita uuseetnly 
abode and planted up decently on a secure foundation In front of the new 
building of Subit (Collector'a Office) in the same fort. A masonry buttress 
bna been set up behind the sculpture to hold it in position and it is further 
protected by means of n rectangular fence consisting of a cDursc of iron 
chains carried on stone posts, 

SI, Tbe cxcuvadonfl hidiiaitcd tiiat the sculpture^ as it was found, was 
not in eitH but had been rc-ercctcd there some time during or after the medhe- 
\d 1 period, I’urther, as it stood deep in a ravine which carried away the min 
water from the major portion of the fort area and got silted up year after 
year, it would have bwn very difficult to maiutaiti the sculpture in 
a clean and tidy condition on that spot. Moreover there wfia no point in 
presenung it in that obscure and dirty place. It was therefore sbillcd to its 
present site where It occupies a ccnapicuoua ijosltion in clean and Hpocloua 
flurroundinga bo as to attract the nitention of visitors- 

2S. Another piece of sculpture also of the Gupta perioil wlifch has been 
brought to the anine ptemisea and for similar renEons, is a Tirana pillar locally 
known oa 5rflrdu-ti*A'ott(iif. Itongimilly stood in the narrow, dirty compound 
of a modem temple in the village liMIdiipiira about 2 miles to the South 
of the Mandasor ForL It is one of the two pillars of a Tarnna or gateway 
belonging probably to a Suiva temple of ihe Gupta period. The cxcavutiona 
Cut tied out on the site showed traces of a brick structure probably a 
part of the original temple. But there were difficulties iu preserving the 
pillar on its originul site. Its original ground level waa about 6 feet 
below the present ground level. It was tliercfore necCBsory to Ttioke 
a link 10 feet x JO feet X <i feet in order to make the whole pillar 
viaible and accessible to visitors. To make such n pit ^vith retaining 
walls of masonry on all sidea and alao to provide a long pucctt drein to 
carry awuy ram water would have been an unnecessarily expensive task. 
Moreover the pillar stood in on out-of-the.way obscure pInDe, So it was 
preferred to shift it to the compound of the Subat building in the Jf andaaor 
Fort, 90 as to be in a safe and oonspicuout place, aud eaaily accessible. 


23» TLer£ it hasi been erectotl oa a tiLrong fomi<latioa ami fcacud roumi 
Iron cIuiidb carried on &tune posts- The otiginfil site of tbe pillar n'ill 
be marked rrith an inscribed tablet. 

24 1 Sondnt-— The hcaTlest aud moat arduous work o£ conservatitm 
carrietl out in the year was that relating to the huge monoliUiB of YiiBodhar- 
man lying In a field at Sondni about 2^ milCB to the south-east of Mandasor 
Fort. The coiumns arc inscribed in Gupta characters nod record the eotogy 
of king Yasodh&rman who fiouriehed about the middle of the fitli century 
A. C* There arc two Guch coIumUBi enact dupliratea of each other, with shafts 
about 40 feet in length and 3j feet hi scetiou siinnoutitcd each hy two cnptials 
licaides a double faced figure ^ the crest. For a (letHiicil description oE the 
columns gcc Dr. Fleet’s Gupta Insiripli^ns, pp- 143-46, The columns were 
lying prostrate in a broken and iincared for condition half buried in earth. Tlie 
ahnft of one of tiiese is broken into two pieces, both the plecee being intact. 
The Hlmft of the other column is split into a mimber of pieces some of which 
are missing. All the four capitals were lying scattered iu a neighbouring field, 
A double faced head of one of tlie crowning figures was recovered in the 
excavations. In order to save theae vulunble relicsi from further damage and 
oblivion all these heavy pieces were dug up, lifted, properly tirratigeJ, and 
cjchibitedon a strong maeonry platform. 60 feet x 15 feet specially constructed 
for the purpose on the site. A:3 some of the pieces weighed as much as 250 
mniiDds it was no easy task to move them to their new position. 

25, Two big sculptures of Dt'arapalas which are contemporary with am] 
very probably belonged to this tnonument in some w'ay or other were lyhig 
half buried in the same field. Theiie were picked up and set up to flank the 
approach to the platform. 

Sfi A rectangular amt of 155 feet x 115 feet in the centre of which the 
platform is located has been freed from Jungle, levellsiii ttrliotl up and fenced 
round with three lines of wire curried on stone posts, entrance being 

provided through a revolving gate. As the locality is rather barren it is pro* 
posed to plant trees at the corners of the compound and provide a few stoEie 
Beats for visitors- 

27, A stone inscription giving n brief account of the pillars botli in 
Hindi and Fiiglish has iKen Get up close hy* for the information of 

visitors. The original foundations of the pillars which were exposed during 
the excavations carried out Iiera three ycsTii ago, Imi'C been marked by ioficribcd 
stone alabs, Thoa every care has been taken to protect the monument from 
further damage, to mark its original site, nnd to present it in tm nttractive 
and intelligible form. 

33. (Jdflypur.—'The ia^keha houses trespassing into the original com¬ 
pound of the UdayesTor temple were acquired by Ooveronient towards the 
cud of the last year. As these houses blocked up and disfigured the view 

of the great temple, they were dismantlei and their debris removed to n 

safe distance. The original compound has thus been freed from all imneccssnry 
nnd ugly encumbrances. After the removal of these hotisea it was found that 
in tlie compound wall the original (portion aurvives only here and there nud the 
varied patches cf reatorations made in later times have themselves become 
dilapidated or damaged in several places. To diGmtmtle the whole wall and 
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rebuild it in u uuiform pattern of tuiisottry tlioiigli deaiirabk would entail cnoC' 
tnoua expenses- It is therefore propooed to repair only the badly butgint: or 
dilnplduted portions, to reduce the wall to n tiniform height by levelling down 
taller and roialng up shorter portions aud tuaking the top water-tight. 

29, The original entrance to the cnclnaure flunked by an clabomtely 
carved figure of Da^rapala on either Bide has been exposed in the liast 
endoaure wall. Tliis pabssge will be deaned up and properly maintained. 

30. Nsrwar.'—In eontimmtion of the rcpalra to ancient tnonutnetits on the 
Fort carrietl out last year, the small Homnu Catholic Church erected by n coin» 
ixmy of European gunners employed by the Rajas of Narwur b the middle 
of tlie ISth century and referred to by General CtinninEham ( C. A. S. i?., 
Vol, II, pp. 322-S3) Was attended to in the year of report. The enclosure wait 
of the LOiupound in which the cbupci atands wue rapniretl and the encloswl 
urea was freed from jungle and tidied up. 

31, Two tombs of Armemaii uii&sionariesi one baide and the other 
outaide the town of Nanvar, were tibemted from jungle nnd rubbisb with 
which they had been covered. Their surroimdingg were further tidietl up. 

32. Stone inscriptions b Ilindt and English giving the names amt 
abort dcecriptions { w'liercvcr necesaary ) were put upon or near most of 
the important monuments cotmerved* 

35. Padhavll,—In the amuH ruined fort nt Padhavli about 20 

miles to the norlh of Gwalior arc tlie renmiintfi of a 10th century Siva Tempk. 
This temple stood on an extensive platform in the midst of a set of nttendimC 
shrinea. Three or font centuries ago when the temples had fallen into ruins 
the present gadki was built so as to cover and conceal the whole platfonn the 
limits of which are perhaps marked by the prf?sent quadrangle. The portion of 
its northern face ivhich is slill vuible testifies to its massive construction and 
fine carving. Only the hall {^al^}t^tmmiapcti of the muin temple has survived 
but this also was converted into a room by running up walla on three sides of 
it and an open balcony witli dotuieol roof was built upon it. The celling and 
the architmves of the mhhamandapa which arc still intact bear panels of 
beniitiful carving representing Surya, Shm’s dance, Kali, Brahman, Mshnii, 
Siva and other gods of the Hindu Pnntlieon. There are also other sculptures 
Bome of which <aiii be identitied as eceocs from the Rnmayaim and ao on, 

34. In view of the superb sculpture on the original temple and the 
dilapidated condition of the gad/tt which is now a deserted place it was 
thought desirable to diattiantle the modern structures so as to expose to 
view the existing portion of the origionl temple, to clear up the jungle, 
and tidy up the place. 

35. The clearance of the Jungle and the diamoutUug of the modem 
struct urea were carried out ?n the year of reixirt. The work of exposing the 
plinth of the main temptu which ia buried m eortli, of providing dminage, and 
of tidying the pkee ia in progress. 

36. Snliittia.—Siihania was ii large nnd Hourisliing town in llie medieval 
period. It posJsfMOs quite II nmiiber uF ruins of temples bath Hindu and 
Jail, dating from the 10th to the 12th century A, C. covering an extensive 
urea round the presant village which lies about 30 miles north of Gwalior. 
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Dsr far the krgeat and moat important o£ these monnmetiis is & temple of 
Siva localty knoIVn by the name of Kakannindh. It ie popularly believed 
to have been built by the order of a Queen named Rnkanivati from tvhora 
the temple derives ita name. But a verse in the Sanskrit inEcription on the 
Sasbahu temple on Gwalior Fort reoordij tliat Kirttiraja, a S!idhha\vaha 
King of Gwalior (who rcigiuHl about lODO A, C.)t erected a large temple of 
Siva at Simbapaniya. Simhapniiiyn ta modern Suhania nii<1 the tenipie 
referred to is ohviouBly the Kakanmudli temple. 

37. The temple stands on a niinMl and simcioiis pktFfirm winch is tinw 
completely buried in a mound of earth. Tlio main temple was mirroimded 
by a set of attenduut shrines wliich have now left nothing more limn men! 
traces. The pyraraidtil roof of the satflmmuiditpa is supported oji nifijostic 
pillars and the whole exterior of the temple was decorated with fine scnlptiire. 
The shrine'is surmounted by a spire which rises to a height of nearly 100 feet 
above the sorronnding ground level and is seen from a dishmcc of several miles, 

3H, The temple is in a much mined condition. The facing of the s^Hchnrn 
has all dirfippenred. Some of the pillars have disintegrated and fiortions have 
finked off. The root is damaged and it few lintels have cracked. One and all 
the attendant aliriuea have disappeared. The high plalforin is in ruins and is 
literally buried in the debris and covered with a jiuigle of shrubs. 

59, As this is one of the finest and largest old temples in this part of 
the country it Is welt worthy of being conserved nod maiotained in 
permanent good onler. This work w'as sunctioned towards the end of the 
year, and could only be started when the year under report came to a close, 

VI. Upkeep. 

40, Annual clearance of jungle nnd petty retmirs were carrietl out to 
alt important groups of conserved monuments, 

Vll, Exploration. 

Excavations, 

41, No excavations were undertaken in tlie year of report. The ex-* 
cu vat ions at Puwaya could not be resumed ns the necessary procedure for 
the permanent acquisition of the piese of land in which the excavations have 
proved fruitful was not completed before the excavation season. 

Listing. 

42. In the j'cnc of report 52 undent monuments were listed. Tlxey 
are located at ir dilTereiit places and comprise rtiiua of temples, BCiilpturea, 
memorial pillnfs, Suti atones, tombs and old guns. Appendix No. C gives 
a list of these monuments and the more iniportiiut of them are ilescriljed 
below. 

43. Narwar-—Below the Urwnlii gate (western approach) of the Narwar 
Fort is a Join temple the present building of which though perluipa hardly two 
centuries old shelters images of Tirthamkaras very much older. There are 
five iinogei in all, four of black and one >f white marble. Three of the 
former are of Neminntha and the fourth perlinps represents Rishabhanatha, 
This lost is tlxe earliest and bears on its petlestsd an inscription, dated 
V. S. 1213- The otlter three of black marble Ixeur dates S^ S. 1316 and 
1340 and 134S, espectively. The ecnlptore of white marble has no 
insKwiption. 


44, NsrWftr Foii, Tlus Fort still possesses a. nuinberof old guns. So]ii8 
of these have already been UsterL Thr&! more giinn were liste<1 this year. 
The longest of these is that tnown as BetwaJi lying on the soutbemmoat 
Ustion in the Giijmt <thata of the Fort. It is 14 feet and 6 indies long 
1 foot and I j inches io diameter at the mouib and htis a bore of 3 inches 
diameter. It is numbered 30. Superior in workmanship is another gun 
coUc^ Jnldar bearing the number 19. It is placed on the eouth-weat 
bostion of the Gujnit ahata. It is 14 feet in length, 3 feet and 4 inches 
in circumference at the moutli, the diameter of bore being 4 inches. 
The barrel of the gun is decorated with foliage designs incised on it. 
It is attended by a ainaller gun Ko. 21 lying on the ground close by which 
is 6 feet and 6 inches in length. The dlnmetet of the barrel at the month 
is 10 inches and that of the ^re is 3 inches, 

45, Sirohg (3 miles nortb'irefit of Niirivnr),—This village was I'isit* 
ed for a aeeond time in the year of report nod a few more Antiquities came 
to my notice daring this visit. There are three old images of Humimnt a 
sculpture of Agni, and an ititertwined coil of four serpents, lying in front of 
the temple of u goddess who is popularly called Aniimn, the mother of Eanu. 
rani, probably by virtue of tlie three sculptures of the monkey god which are 
lying in front of the temple, hut who realfy appears to be the goddess 
Porvati carrying the child Kartikeys, or the Jain goddeaa Ambifea. There 
is fl round well built of large blocks of stone na uaiial in the mediieval 
period. Two old big Siva Lingua nnd two broken sculptures of Nnndl are 
lying near die village, 

46, Indhar.—Indhar is an old village about SO miles to the eouth-caat 
of Kolaraa on the left bank of the river of the same name. Large me bricks 
and fnigmeuta of pottery are found imder groujjd on the western outeklrts of 
the vilbgeoud trace* of brick dwellings nnd a circular brick well are teen on the 
banks of the river about a furlong to the north of thcviUage. The place ecems 
to have poBsesased ahoa number of Hindu and Jain temples the sites of which 
marked with frugoients of old Rculptiires are seen along the bank of 
the river a furlong or two to the north and east of the village. Judging 
from the fragments, the ruins appear to date from the 8tb century op- 
warda. The sculptures seen above ground are detailed in this list (Aptwndix 
No. F). But I was told that quite a large number of sculptures are concealed 
under water in the pool of the river at the Naynghitt whore people batlie. It 
would be w.irth while to make a aoarch for tht^ during abotspnson when the 
water of the river reaches its lowest ebb. The //nre/i of the Zamiiidar^ n 
temple adjoining it nnd a temple of goddess in a grove outside the village 
all buUt by tiic gmudfnther of the prfeient Zamsttdar are good epccimens of 
motlern carving work. They are, however, shabbily kept, 

47, Baghoria,—A village about 4 miles east of Indhnr. On the south- 
west outskirtg of the village there are a namber of old itaii stones the inscrip¬ 
tions on which have been obliterated hopelessly. The mins of a Molmmmedap 
tomb with a few well carved grave atones in the Chanderi style stand about 
a furlong to the north-east of the village. But they are of little interest. It 
is said that a Mohammedan chief had first settled nt this place an 1 later on 
shifted to Ronod which is about 10 milea further east, 
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District Tawarghar. 

4S. Khera.—On the Morenn-Auibjilv Roni] near the village KLem 
nbotit 7 mSlea Train Marena ts an old site- Here to the north oE the road on 
a prominence marking the sits of an old Hindu temple oE aboLit the 10th 
century ia a. group of sculptures of goddess Mahishamurdiai, Ganesu, Sarya, 
Siva iiiid other gods which^ though finely curved, are now very btidly damaged. 

4D* Bavdlpura.—In and about the village of Ihivdipura which ia about 5 
miles to the north-west of Suhinia uru scattered a numljer of old sculptures 
and architectural pieces mosOy brought from the mins of Suhanhu Among 
one of these groups wua u rather goo'i fragment of a sculpture of a woman 
hulillng her hands overhead aa if in an attitude of shaking oIE sloths The 
feet arc hrokeu off. This has since been brought to the M iiseum. 

50. Rltbora.—lToar this villugn close to the Railway Station of the 
ifume natne about 16 mileit north of Gwalior, on the Gwalior-B-hinii line stand 
u Few intcreattng stone pi liars comm emoru ting warriors killed iu battle. Four 
of these arc near a well on the eastern outskirts of tlic village and judging 
from the deep carving of tlie fighting scenes on them they may be 
uasigned to the 8th or 9lh century A. C. The group of so many con- 
tempomry memorial pillars in one place perhaps indicates tlwt they mark 
the site of a Iwittle; 

51. About 11 furlong to the weat of these is another isolated memorial 
pillar. Close by arc the ruins of u temple in which is seen a four-faced 
stone pillar peculiarly carved. On one of tlic faces ts carved a sword, on 
another face is a Trisuht on the third a bow and arrows, and on the fourth 
a Ckfikrai?), 

District Esagarh. 

52. Matiiiwatl.—Maliuw'uo is an old village about 10 miles to the 
north of klsagurh. Scattered around it arc a uitmbcr of frugiuenti of Hindu 
and Jain sculptures, iirchltcctunil pieces belonging to temples and a Tew 
rati atones all dating from the 11th century on^Ta^^s. Tlie sites oT sjotne 
of the temples can yet be tniccd, Dut with the exception of n aniaU ehrine 
locally known iia Madhi with rains of a small Nandi pavolion in front, 
oitnabed abont a qiuirtcr of u mile to the south*west of the village, none of 
them ia standing. The old name of the place waa probably Madhubenu. 

53. Deoiuiai.~This village situated about 3 miles to the sonth- 
cast of Esa^rh was also visited for a second time and some Ercah monumenta 
came to light during the search. Near a deiscrted and dilapidoted gudhi were 
found the ruins of about a dozen smuU shrines standing in a row facing the 
cast, The shrines are severally dedicated to Vishnu, biva and Devi and 
may date from the 12th or 13th century A. C, In the rubs are seen two sati 
pillars one of which bears on inscription dated iu Sam vat 1387. In the 
front of these shrines ia u f/n&di or step*well contemporary with them. 

54. About a nuarter of a mile to the east of these stands n temple with 
a shrioe and a saf/kamandapa attached to it, faring to the east. The sbrbe 
measures .5 feet by 3 feet 2 mehes and the Mamandap>.t U feet 4 inches by 
12 Eset 1 inch msUe, The silAqm has fallen. Over tlie lintel of tlie blirine 
door are Brahman, X'ishiui and Siva wbUo the pedestal of the idol iuride the 
shrine is empty. 
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55. A (aiortdiabmoe fnrther east is ft small alirifltiiliw facing to the

63- Under a tree on q proniincnw, a short distance to the enst of the 
astronomical observntory nre lyins two or throe old Bciilpturos one of whidi is 
a uopn figure. It is in the form of a hnumn bust with folded hands, the head 
is slmded under a canopy of serpent’s booda and the lower half of the body ia 
Bhapefl like a serpent’s tail. Though considerably damaged, the dirvine ia a 
specimen of good sculpture iind may lie taken to tfie Mu^enm. 

64, Devadungafi,~Devfldungari is a small bnrren hill 13 or 14 tniles 
to the north-west of the Unhel Station on the Ujjain Nagda Section of the 
B.B. nnd C, I. Railway. On the Houthorn elope of the hill ia a Immlct of a 
few housei? mostly inhabiteil by the Fu^tn$ or airetakws of a local temple, 

65, 1 visited the place with a view to see if it could lie identified with 
Devagiri mentionGd by Kalidasa in the JiJfffhadufa, On exafninntion of the 
site I was nutiafied that it was the place meant by the poet. 

66, My reasons for the identifientton are;— 

(I ) The name of the place, namely, Oevadangnri, is identical with 
the name Devagiri, the vernacular word dmgari being on 
equivalent of the Sanskrit word yiri os both rnsmi a hill or 
mountain, 

(it) The geogmphitvil position of DtvAdungri fits in exactly with 
that of Devagiri as described by Kalidasa in the Megkadutn. 
For, Devadungari is aitunted between the two rivers the 
Gambhir (Gambblru) a tributary of the Slpra, and the Chamhil 
(Charmanvati), on the direct route from Ujjain (Dijasuni) to 
Mimdasor (Dasapura). 

(i7i) Ealiilasa refers to a temple (abodej of Skondu on the hilt 
Devagiri. Sfcaudu was the genEraliasimo of the tirniy of go<f* 
in their campaign npninst the demon Tamka. Now one of tlie 
two modem temple which crown the summit of tlm Deva- 
djngnri hill is sacred to Devadharmnmja wlio is represented in 
stone as a warrior gOfl nding a horse and carrying n spear. 
The attributes of bkanda and Dcvadliarmariiju are so 
Himilor that one is juatified in recognising in the latter ii 
survival of his prototype the former. (The worship of Skanda 
survives probably also in the modern cult of Khoodoba in 
Mflbantslitra who like Devadimnaamia ia Malwa is represented 
tie 0 warrior god riding on & horse). The modem temple of 
Divndhnrmanija on Devadungnri hit! therefore, very probably 
murks the site of the ancient temple of Sknnda referred to by 
Kulidnsa. It is true that no truces of the old temple such as 
carved stones are mgo on the site to this day, Bm this is in 
UQ way strange; for, a similar fate overtook so many other 
ancient temples in Malwa in tlie turbulent and intolerant days 
of Muhammadan invnsionB. Old fonts were demolished and 
their existence was completely cHaoed by the removal of their 
motcrial to be used up in buildinga elsewhere. 
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District Bhilsa,« 

67. Badoh.— Nearb' a mUi) tiue enat of the viilftge Bndoh Ls a gronp of 
ruined temples kmnyn as Batninrlij or seven hlirincs. At present only six 
shnnes arc standing but the riiina Jmiicjite the previous existence of nmny more. 
Two shrines only have preservisfl their door fnimcs one prevbiis of which bos 
the image of V’iHlmu on the dedicatory hlock of the lintel and the other has 
tlmt of Siva. To the former is enshrined a scateil idol of die llmldim avatara of 
\ ishnn. A simiiiLr hut bigger and more elabotnttly curved sculpture is seen in 
another (sootlierninosO of the existing shrines, and n third siicti sculpture is 
seen m the rums of still another shrine. One of the standing shrinea Ims pre¬ 
served only the pedestal of its idol. From the short fat foot on the peileatal 
and from the figure of au utknJant playing on n tabor w’hich still survive It 

would appear that the idol which occupied the pedestal w-as that of Ganeaa 

dancing* 

68 Pattari.—At the soiith-irest point in the hiU between Badoh and 
Pat^n four or five rooms have lieen built in rough rubble taasonry on a high 
platform ngmnst the natural rock. Tlie atriicturcs are not very old| carved 
stonea and sculptures brought from the mins of old temples which abound in 
the neighbourhood have been utilised in tiiem. In the last bat one room from 
the west a panel nO" long by I'S'* broad contaimns the figures of the Seven 
others and Siva is cut in the living rock which serves as the buck wall of the 
iwra. Close to the panel ot sculptures is an inscription in 10 linea of Guptu 
characters (.Hh century A. CJ engraved on a tablet in the same rock and 
recording the excavation of the aculptures.

Thus the inscription adds very little to the historical information which ^ we 
already possess from the first half of this prustisfi already ptihllshed- 

72. The tliird in chronological order is a atone inscription originally 
coming from Bstmh in t!ie Narwnr District ami now in the possession of Mr. 
B. R. Bhalerao, The inscription is on a fragment of stone and forms the 
concluding portion of a pmsa^ti recording tho construction of a temple of 
N'ishnu by {name lo#t). Then follow n few namtia of traders U'unfl-} by 
ciflte who wore jiartners in the work. The names of the engravers {sutradlutrn) 
and. tho comiioser (iuia) are given as Sthimrkka and Namyana. At the end 
the date V, S. 1098 is given in figures. 

73. The next in importance would be the stone macripiion found built up 

in a vegetable vendor's house atNurwnr, This inscription is in Nugarl 

cimractora and consists of 18 lines of SiLuakrit verse meised on a slab of stone. 
The stone is complete but the record is left unfinished by the engraver. 
Further a large irregular patch of the inscribed surface has peeled off owing 
to which only a portion oE the Inscription is decipherable. The inscription 
records the genealogy of the JaJapcllLia of Narwnr down to ABalludeva. Then 
it describes a family of Mathura Kayosthas originnlly coming from Gopagiri 
(Gwalior). The founder of the himily was Bhuvamp:iia who is dcBcrihed as 
tiaving been u minister of King Bhojii of Dliata, His fion was ’\''asudeva iinJ 
tlie lutteria son Damoilnra whose wife was a daughter of Pithana. This couple 
luid five sons the eldest of whom was (name lost^ The [riBcriptiou clooea with 
the panegyric of this man. 

Y4. One more Sanskrit inscription discovered this year is of intereat. 
It U retvwdod on a memorial pillar lying in the ruins of a scries of smalt shrines 
in front of a ruiiiGd garhi (fort) near the deserted village of "Deokfitii (District 
Esagarh}, It records the death of Raula Snh'tjuna'flcva in a fight over the 
kidnapping of cows (go grah^, yudhtloh) anti the ftahagamann of his wivea 
in V', S. 13.S7 during the reign of Mahinood TughluQ of Delhi. What is 
interesting in this inscription is that it explnms the relation be I ween tho panels 
representing a row of onwa and a scene of fight, often met with on memorial 
pillars of warriors billed on Ixittlc fields. The explanation is that these fights 
took plnco attempts to kidnap cows (C/. Uit^mgtigrahaiiii In the 

A/ahaitkfWitii). This representation of cows on memorial jfiliars was a puxrie 
to me till it vras solved by ihis-inBcrlption wdvidi showed its connection with

IX. Numismatics. 

77. In nil 941 coins were examined during the year of report out of 
which one was of gobii 630 of silver and 250 of copiKir. The prc-Miiham'' 
^ftdan coins included two silver punch>markcd pieces and £50 copper 

^ /coins commonly known as Gadhia which are n debused imitation of 
Indo-Seaaonian coinage. The Muhammadan coins campriBO<l O'nc gold 
Mohur of Akbar the Great, dated A. U. 981, one silver coin of Nadir 
Bhoh and the rest were silver coins of the later Mtiglial Emperors of Delhi. 
The mints represented are Allahabad, Balvant Nagar, Kom, Ahmeilabad, 
Sumt, Seroni, Etawtih and Alaingirpur {Bhilaa). The gold coin was purchita* 
ed, 4 13 silver coina were rcccive<] ns treasure-trove finds from three differont 
places in the State, while 271 silver and 250 copper coins were received from 
the Central Treasury where they had been lying for some years. For a list 
^fol coins cxaminfHl see Appendix No. E. 

78. A change in the procedure of dealing with coins found iis treasure- 
trove in the State was sanctioned by the Council of Regency. Hitherto the 
surplus coins in ibo trcoBurc-trove finds used to be sent through the Resident 
nt Gwalior to the Superintendent in charge of the Arcbmological flection of the 
Indian MiiMum, Culcnttu, who exatntned itnd distributed them as ncccasury 
among the different Museums in British India and retiimed the rest. Tn future 
the esaminfltion ami distribution of treasure-trove finds wifi Ijc done by thia 
Department, 

X. Museum, 

79. Seven stone sculptures, three stone inscriptions, eighteen metal 

images, four ooppcr.plates inscriptions, twenty-eight old paintings undone 

imndretl and thirty-seven coins, or one hundred and ninety-sevea anti- 
cjuitics in all were acquired fop the Aichfeologicul Museum, in the year of 
report. All the stone sculptures and stone inecriptions and two copper plates 
were collected from different places in the Shite. Two copper plate inscrip¬ 
tions were received from tiie Office of tiic Law Member, 20 silver, 3 billon 
and 6 copperooina were received in exchange from Mr. Jaiaurtyn of Ceylon, 
and 185 coins were acquired from the treasure trove. One gold coin, IS metal 
images and £8 old paiotlnga were purchased,

tihara king of Gwalior and the other of his brother Nrivarroan, dated in V. S.

85. Stuteineiitfi of income and cxtienditurc of the Department under 
different heads during the year of report are set forth in Appendices J and K 
from which it will be ^n that the annual expenditure was Rs, 38,066-4* 11 
including part of the specbl grant for repairs to certain inonaments on the 
Narwar Fort, sanctioned already. The income amounted to Rs. Si4-2-0.
